Enough Control 
Over Power To 
Banish Poverty 

N. Thomas Advocates Exten- 
sion Of Public Ownership 

NOT PANACEA 

One Of Several Methods 
Which May Abolish Pre- 
sent Social Conditions 



'We have enough control over 
power and machinery today to banish 
poverty," .«s id Norman Thomas, of 
New Tork, co-director of the I..eaguc 
of Industrial Democracy, In an addref.s 
on "Extension of Public Ownership," 
at the TlM.C.A. Forum, Sunday after- 
noon. "Thl.s statement ha.s never been 
challenged and is an admitted truth. 
Yet, no nation has banished poverty." 

"To banish poverty one may, try 
several methods, and one of these Is 
tho entenslon of public owncr.'hip. 
TJio extension of public o^^-n';rshlp is 
not a panacea, but is .something that 
may be tried to better conditions. We 
have to learn to use it as we learn 
air things," continued th« prominent 
socialist Icider, who Is a graduate of 
Princeton University and the Union 
Theological Seminary, was, the can- 
didate for the Sor>i,-ilisi party In the 
recent U.S. presidential election, and 
is a pajt pastor of Brick Presbyterian 
Church In ^•6W Tork City. 

Some of us have an Idea that So- 
cialism will work no matter how 
dum'b we are. Tha best vacuum 
cleaner In the world is far less effect- 
ive than _ a broom unless one knows 
how to handle It properly. 

I am for a public o^-nership wlvich 
will be a means towards an end, and 
that end is to make possible an indus- 
trial democracy by abolishing part- 
nership. 

Today we have power and ma,chin- 
ery that our ancestors did not possess, 
continued Mr. Thounas, 'We are row 
economically interdependent and this 
has been brought' aboùt by specializa- 
tion, which has left us stronger < col- 
lectively, but weaker' Indlvldiially. 
And yet. how is this interdependent 
world managed. It is managed by pri- 
vate ownership for profit. Under the 
present system we have wa»te and an 
industrial autocracy Instead of a poli- 
tical democracy. We plan in terms of 
profit, which of necessity incurs 
waste. 

The principle of the extension of 
public ownership Is that those basic 
Industries in which tlte engineer, that 
Is the administrative mind, and not 
Hid promoter is tlio key man. sliouUI 
bo publicly owned and demiK-ratloaliy 
iMiLiiaged, By democratic moangemciit 
1 do not mean that tUoy should be

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A RACE OF CANADIANS 

More than usually thought-provoking were 
some of the statements in Dr. Villard's address 
before the Sociological Society last week. 
Speaking of the French-Canadian's status, and 
his three-fold loyalty to France, England and 
Canada, Dr. Villard said, "They are essentially 
Canadians, and nothing more." He quoted Pre- 
mier Taschsreau, "The French-Canadian knows 
no other land than Canada, his native land, 
where he was torn, v,-here he has lived and 
where his fathers lived before him." 

For generations the Frenchman in Canada 
has been torn between two often-conflicting 
loyalties, his respect for England "the land that 
gave him lib.-rty," and h's bve for France, "the 
land that gave him life." T-j France, the birth- 
place of hi.s forefathers, he lia.^ given his heart 
and his imagination. To Enc^^'and who, though 
a conqueror, gave him freedom to practice his 
own religion and speak hi.- own language, he 
has given his respect and faith. The result of 
this conflict of heart and head, is it were, has 
been .the îîrni establishment of another and a 
more-iiWKarfïn saturai affection, his love for 
Canada, the land of- his birth. He lias become 
a real Canadian, in .the most literal sense of the 
word. — ■■ 

The question that naturally follows such an 
analysis would be: Have the English-speaking 
races shown a like j^i ogress toward Canadian- 
ism? Or are theirloyallief; s^uW c.'^.'jentialiy Eng- 
lish, orJmR,'"or Scotch, as the case may be? 
•The answer would be both yes and no. Those 
whosb ferdfCEhers migrated to the new land 
several "generations ago will, like most of the 
Frendh ''Canadians, know no other land. They 
wil.! be "Canadian and nothing else." But many 
English-speaking residents now in Canada were 
.born in the old land. French immigration, in 
comparison, has bu^n slight, and their develop- 
ment toward an essentially Canadian conscious- 
ness has therefore been undistui'bed by fresh 
in.iection of old country sentiment. 

Of the merits and demerits of each pi'ocess 
us it is now going on, we cannot attempt to 
write. Thiit can only be seen in the future. The 
important point is that tliese two great races 
exist today side by side, each claiming to be 
Canadian, each looking upon Canada as its 
native land, yet each differing from the other 
in language, temperament and oven in religion. 
If the truth were told there is often a grain of 
intolerance in the attitude of members of the 
one race tor llio.-jc uf the other. Ncitiicr is quite 
ready to accejU the other. But there they are; 
and there it seems they must .stay. The French 
and Engli.sli in Canada seem de.stined to be the 
ingredients from which must be fasliioned a 
new race of Canadians. 

In spite of this very evident reluctance 
there can be no doubt of the fact that the two 
races are now coming to a better understanding 
of each other. The barrier o£ language is the 
most difficult to surmount, but it is gradually 
being .scaled by more and more of each. Pub- 
lic men, business men, cultured men and women 
of all vocations, ar finding it to their advantage 
to speak both langguages. Whether or not the 
day will ever come when everyone calling him- 
self a Canadian will speak both French and 
English, it is difficult to say. But if that were 
to happen, we would then have a perfect blend 
of the two cultures almost accomplished.
